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Report  of  the  Board  of  Finance 


This  Town  Report  is  presented  for  your  consideration. 

It  contains  the  report  of  the  Auditor.  Board  of  Education, 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  Grove  Hill  Cemetery  Committee 
and  The  Rockville  Public  Library. 

During  the  year  this  board  held  more  than  the  average 
number  of  meetings. 

The  voters  of  the  town  after  man}'  town  meetings  rejected 
an  appropriation  of  $600,000.00  for  the  erection  of  two  schools. 

At  a  later  date  it  was  voted  to  erect  one  elementary  school 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $300,000.00. 

This  board  recommends  that  all  property  in  the  Town  of 
Vernon  be  revalued  by  an  outside  qualified  appraiser  within  the 
next  year.

literature  as  Peterkin  Papers,  Robin  Hood  or  Uncle  Remus, 
book  talks  were  given  in  several  fifth  and  sixth  grade  classes.  In 
spite  of  these  services  there  was  a  loss  of  1,603  in  the  School 
Circulation. 

Children  should  not  only  read  and  enjoy  books,  but  also 
learn  to  find  information  from  reference  books  and  the  library 
catalogue.  In  furthering  this  purpose  Eighth  Grade  classes  have 
been  taught  each  year  to  use  the  encyclopedias  and  the  card 
catalogue.  This  year,  believing  that  even  younger  children  could 
profit  from  such  instruction,  groups  from  the  Fifth  Grade  have- 
visited  the  Library  and  worked  on  projects  involving  the  use 
of  the  catalogue  and  encyclopedias  in  the  Young  People's  De- 
partment. 

Story  hour  was  held  each  Saturday  morning  from  November 
13,  1948  through  March  26,  1949,  and  begun  again  on  December 
second.  A  variety  of  folk,  fairy,  and  animal  stories  have  been 
told  to  an  apparently  enthusiastic  audience  of  five  to  ten  year 
olds. 

There  was  a  Reading  Club  at  the  Library  this  summer  with 
107  children  registered.  Prizes  were  awarded  to  the  three  chil- 
dren who  read  and  reported  on  the  greatest  number  of  books 
suited  to  their  age  and  reading  ability.  Two  girls  read  forty  and 
thirty  books  respectively,  and  one  boy  read  twenty.  Since  so 
much  time  is  spent  by  the  entire  staff  listening  to  children  report 
on  their  stories,  it  has  been  decided  to  devise  some  other  means 
next  year  of  handling  book  reports. 

Christmas  Book  Week  for  children  was  observed  the  first 
week  in  December.  The  alcove  just  outside  the  Children's  Room 
was  used  for  the  exhibit  making  it  accessible  for  both  adults 
and  children.  A  list  of  the  new  books  purchased  giving  publisher 
and  price  was  distributed   to  those   who   were  interested.

Gifts 

Sixty -nine  books  were  given  to  the  Library  during  the  year, 
among  them  a  bound  volume  of  the  Rockville  Leader  for  1948. 

Some  beautiful  old  china,  an  antique  mirror  and  a  number 
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of  books  were  left  to  the  Library  by  the  Late  Mrs.  Frank  Adams, 
as  well  as  a  sum  of  money  to  be  used  for  buying  books. 

Six  books  were  given  to  the  Library  in  memory  of  former 
residents  of  Rockville.  Since  1945  sixty-eight  books  have  been 
presented  as  memorials. 

A  book  case  from  Mrs.  Charles  McLean  now  houses  our 
shell  collection. 

During  National  Flower  Show  Week  we  received  a  beauti- 
ful bouquet  from  Burke  the  Florist. 

Miscellaneous 
During  the  Fall  an  inventory  was  taken  of  books  in  the 
adult  collection.  To  date  books  are  missing  since  the  last  in- 
ventory taken  in  1947.  We  are  experimenting  with  the  practice 
of  telephoning  borrowers  when  their  books  are  overdue  instead 
of  mailing  notices.  It  seems  to  be  working  out  satisfactorily.  In 
circulating  over  80,000  during  the  year  we  have  lost  fourteen. 

Last  summer  a  refrigerator  was  added  to  the  equipment  of 
the  Library. 

Out  of  Town  Borrowers 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  October  the  fol- 
lowing decision  was  reached:  anyone  living  outside  the  Town 
of  Vernon  who  whishes  to  take  books  from  the  Rockville  Public 
Library  will  be  required  to  pay  one  dollar  a  year  for  a  card 
which  will  enable  the  holder  of  the  card  to  take  out  at  one  time 
three  books.  This  was  put  in  effect  January  1,  1950. 

To  those  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  to  the  well-being 
of  the  Library  the  Librarian  wishes  to  express  her  appreciation. 
For  gifts  of  books,  furniture  and  articles  of  historical  interest 
we  are  grateful.  Thanks  should  be  given  to  our  local  papers — the 
riockville  Leader  and  the  Rockville  Journal —  for  news  and 
special  feature  stories  concerning  the  Library  activities.  To  the 
Trustees  and  to  the  members  of  the  Staff  the  Librarian  extends 
her  thanks  for  their  advice  and  help  during  a  busy  year.

I  herewith  present  my  fifth  annual  report  concerning  the 
schools  of  Vernon.  This  report  covers  the  period  July  1,  1949  to 
June  30,  1950.

Teachers 

The  entire  teaching  stall  returned  for  another  year  as  it  did 
the  previous  year.  Such  a  condition  presages  three  conditions: 
(1)  a  good  salary  scale;  (2)  good  equipment;  (3)  good  personal 
relations  both  within  the  staff  and  with  the  resident  of  Vernon. 
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It  is  evident  that  the  staff  of  classroom  teachers  and  the  admin- 
istration is  harmonious  and  that  democratic  principles  are  in 
continuous  observance.  It  was  found  necessary  to  add  two  teach- 
ers to  the  previous  staff,  making  sixty-four  for  1949-1950.  Miss 
Marion  Lee  Bisbee,  who  received  her  II  S.  degree  in  1942  from 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  Avas  hired  to  teach  an  extra 
tirade  8  in  the  East  School.  Miss  Bisbee  had  one  year's  experi- 
ence in  New  Jersey  before  coming  to  Rockville.  Mr.  Russell 
Linger,  who  received  his  B.  S.  degree  at  Oswego  Teachers'  Col- 
lege, Oswego,  N.  Y.,  was  hired  to  teach  mechanical  drawing  at 
the  high  school.  Mr.  Linger  is  a  veteran  of  World  War  II  and 
has  worked  at  various  occupations  during  vacation  periods. 

The  Work  of  the  Schools 

The  schools  have  all  held  the  same  number  of  days  of  school, 
181  out  of  the  proposed  184.  Ice  and  sleet  caused  the  closing  of 
schools  on  two  days  and  one  day  was  used  by  the  entire  staff, 
kindergarten  through  high  school,  to  draw  up  an  integrated, 
continuous  course  of  study  throughout  the  school  system,  a  sys- 
tem which  would  insure  a  common  aim  throughout  all  grades 
and  all  classes.  It  was  hoped  to  accomplish  at  least  part  of  our 
aims,  but  the  results  were  even  beyond  our  hopes.  An  evaluation 
of  this  work  is  planned  during  the  school  year  1950-51. 

Emphasis  has  again  been  placed  on  penmanship  and  spelh 
ing  in  the  grades  and  accomplishments  have  been  extremely 
gratifying.  We  shall  again  lay  particular  emphasis  in  these  areas 
during  the  coming  year.  The  most  visible  results  of  improve- 
ments in  penmanship  is  the  elimination  of  awkward  positions  in 
writing,  both  by  right  and  by  left-handed  pupils. 

Buildings 

During  July  and  August  of  1949,  many  repairs  were  made 
at  the  various  schools;  painting,  grading,  etc.,  were  also  done. 

At  the  Old  High  School,  the  partition  in  the  eighth  grade 
room  was  moved  back  to  the  spot  where  it  was  standing  when 
the  building  wTas  originally  completed.  This  move  makes  two 
rooms  of  equal  size  instead  of  one  oversized  and  one  undersized 
room.  Each  of  the  six  classrooms  were  then  decorated  in  colors 
selected  by  individual  teachers.  An  exhaust   fan   was  installed 
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over  the  cafeteria  cooking  range.  At  the  Primary  Building  of 
the  East  School,  new  fire  escapes  were  installed  from  the  two 
rooms  on  the  north  side  of  the  second  floor.  Exits  were  then  cut 
into  each  room,  eight  in  all,  which  allows  straight  paths  from 
all  rooms  directly  to  the  ground.  The  old  fire  escapes  were  not 
removed  but  are  not  to  be  used.  Some  amesite  was  laid  around 
the  school  and  all  doors  and  windows  received  a  coat  of  paint 
on  the  exterior. 

At  Maple  Street  School  an  oil  burner  using  No.  5  fuel  oil 
was  placed  in  the  large  boiler  which  will  allow  the  auditorium 
to  be  heated  in  the  future.  A  cement  floor  was  laid  in  that  part 
of  the  basement  used  for  storage.  An  exhaust  fan  was  installed 
over  the  cooking  range  in  the  cafeteria  and  a  new  fire  exit  was 
constructed  to  the  south  of  the  old  exit  which  had  been  condemned 
and  was  then  closed  up.  The  exterior  of  the  building  and  all 
classrooms  received  a  coat  of  paint.  The  playground  east  of  the 
building  was  regraded  and  drains  w^re  installed  to  eliminate 
the  entrance  of  water  into  the  kindergarten  corridor  and  audi- 
torium after  heavy  rains  and  melting  snow.  Part  of  this  regraded 
area  then  received  a  dressing  of  amesite. 

At  Northeast  School,  janitor  John  Frieze  redecorated  the 
interior,  resurfaced  the  blackboards  and  made  other  minor  im- 
provements. 

At  Vernon  Depot  School  a  diseased  tree  was  removed,  the 
old  toilets  were  taken  away,  a  telephone  was  installed,  the  fur- 
nace was  repaired  and  the  ceiling  over  the  furnace  was  mads 
fire  resistant.  The  building  was  then  cleaned  and  additional 
desks  were  placed  in  Mrs.  Touhey's  room. 

At  Talcottville  a  phone  was  installed,  the  building  was 
cleaned  and  other  minor  repairs  were  made. 

At  the  high  school  the  Trustees  of  the  George  Sykes  Me- 
morial School  Fund  decorated  the  basement  areas  and  made  other 
repairs  to  the  building.  The  maintenance  of  this  building  at  no 
cost  to  the  Town  should  be  very  gratifying  to  taxpayers  of  the 
Town. 

New  shades  were  placed  where  necessary  and  repairs  to 
other  shades  in  all  six  schools  were  made.  This  plan  was  insti- 
tuted sayeral  years  back  by  Mr.  Howe  and  it  avoids  larger  costs 
by  good  maintenance  annually. 
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General 

Medical  inspection  was  made  by  Dr.  Francis  Burke  and  Dr. 
E.  H.  Metcalf.  There  were  1020  children  examined  by  the  doctors 
and  891  were  weighed  and  measured  by  Nurse  Dornheim  and 
given  e}7e  tests.  Over  100  pupils'  eyes  were  found  to  be  defective 
and  notice  to  this  effect  were  sent  to  parents.  During  May  and 
June,  a  Federal  Dental  Unit,  under  Dr.  Leonard  Menszer, 
cleaned,  charted  cavities  and  gave  four  applications  of  fluorine 
to  children  in  the  2nd,  5th,  and  8th  grades  of  Vernon  and  Elling- 
ton. This  treatment  was  free  and  will  not  be  repeated  by  the 
government.  So,  if  residents  wish  a  continuation  of  this  valuable 
aid  to  these  and  other  children,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  Town 
to  appropriate  funds  and  set  up  a  permanent  program.  It  should 
be  known  that  this  treatment  must  be  given  every  third  year 
to  be  effective. 

Truancy  was  almost  negligible  during  the  past  year,  only 
five  cases  being  cited  by  Officer  William  Sadlak.  Mr.  Sadlak 
handles  truancy  cases  so  efficiently  that  there  are  few  recurrances 
and  comparatively  few  new  cases  to  be  handled. 

Evening  School  classes  were  again  offered  at  the  high  school. 
Twenty-one  courses  were  offered,  but  registrations  were  so  light 
that  only  in  typing  and  stenography  could  courses  be  instituted. 
These  courses  were  taught  by  Miss  Stephanie  Suchecki  of  the 
Commercial  Department. 

Extension  and  summer  school  courses  were  taken  by  many 
of  our  teachers  during  the  year.  One  extension  course  from  the 
University  of  Connecticut  was  offered  at  the  high  school  and 
was  taken  by  several  teachers.  At  least  four  high  school  teachers 
have  finished  their  work  on  a  masters  degree  and  several  of  the 
elementary  teachers  have  accumulated  enough  credits  to  obtain 
a  Bachelors  degree. 

In  Appreciation 

Cooperation  in  every  field  has  been  most  gratifying  to  your 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  wishes  to  thank  all  who  have 
contributed  in  any  way  to  this  very  successful  school  year.  I 
wish  to  thank  the  faculty  for  their  collective  and  individual 
attitude  toward  their  duties  and  to  my  requests.  I  also  wish  to 
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thank  the  pupils  for  their  fine  spirit  and  loyalty  as  evidenced 
by  their  friendliness  and  educational  progress.  To  the  Vernon 
Board  of  Education  I  profer  thanks  for  their  assistance  and 
their  acceptance  of  conditions  which  sometimes  are  not  entirely 
satisfactory  to  them.  This  group  of  public  spirited  citizens  has 
given  very  generously  of  their  time,  effort  and  sometimes  mone- 
tary costs,  both  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of 
the  Vernon  School  Building  Committee.  Their  only  reward  is 
a  satisfaction  of  having  shared  in  the  accomplishments  of  these 
two  extremely  important  committees. 

If  the  Korean  War  should  continue  for  a  long  period,  it  ma\ 
easily  result  in  faculty  changes  due  to  some  of  our  male  faculty 
members'  liability  to  call,  or  other  related  causes.  Otherwise,  we 
may  look  forward  to  another  good  year  in  the  long  history  of 
education  in  the  Town  of  Vernon.

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The  original  budget  as  granted  by  the  Board  of  Finance 
amounted  to  $306,400.00.  To  this  was  later  added  $7000,  the  pur- 
pose of  which  was  the  setting  up  of  a  new  shop  in  Electricity 
at  the  high  school.  But  this  $7000  was  a  grant  from  the  State  of 
Connecticut  and  was,  thus,  not  actually  a  part  of  the  Board  of 
Education's  funds  at  all,  since  the  exact  amount  spout  of  this 
$7000  was  returned  by  the  State  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  di< 
rectly;  this  money  had  to  be  expended  first,  before  the  State 
refund  was  made.  Therefore,  the  budget  seems  higher  than  it 
actually  was  by  $7000.  This  is  true  because  by  mandate  of  the 
Public  Accountant  who  audits  the  Town  accounts  all  monies 
received  by  the  Board  of  Education  go  directly  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  and  are  not  publicly  credited  to  the  account  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  Actually  the  amount  expended  by  the  Board 
ocf  Education  was  $1,230.00  over  the  original  budget  and  this 
was  used  in  the  moving  of  the  cafeteria  and  for  other  incidentals 
in  the  electrical  shop  which  the  State  would  not  pay  for,  such 
matters  as  pertained  to  changes  in  the  lights,  in  the  floor  and  in 
the  electrical  service.  Many  repairs,  alterations,  and  improve- 
ments were  contracted  for  and  will  be  completed  prior  to  the 
opening  of  the  schools. 

The  budget  increases  annually,  it  is  true,  and  these  increases 
are  due  mainly  to  salary  increases.  However,  if  Vernon  is  to 
retain  its  teaching  staff,  these  increases  must  be  accepted.  Public 
statements  which  point  out  that  the  school  budget  is  far  and 
away  the  bulk  of  the  town  cost  are  ill  advised  when  they  are  not 
followed  by  further  enlightenment  as  to  the  reason  for  this  cost, 
When  a  payroll  has  76  names  on  it  for  compensation  each  month, 
plus  occasional  workers,  often  as  many  as  12  in  a  month,  the 
total  is  certain  to  be  very  large.

Boakd  of  Education  Meetings 

There  have  been  eleven  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  with 
an  average  attendance  of  7.4  and  five  special  meetings  with  an 
average  attendance  of  5.3.  Regular  meetings  were  held  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  the  month  until  April  and  the  day  then 
changed  to  the  second  Wednesday. 

This  year,  one  of  the  most  important  steps  taken  by  the 
Board  to  improve  the  educational  system  was  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Raymond  Ramsdell  as  Elementary  Supervisor  in  charge 
of  all  the  grade  schools  for  the  Town  of  Vernon.  For  the  first 
time  a  unified  course  of  study  will  be  followed  in  all  the  schools. 
To  further  improve  the  system  and  to  relieve  overcrowding  no 
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more  than  two  grades  per  room  will  be  taught  in  the  Talcottville 
and  Vernon  Depot  Schools.  At  the  Northeast  School  grade  6  is 
being  transferred  to  the  East  School,  allowing  grade  1  to  be 
in  a  room  by  itself.  Mr.  Allen  L.  Dresser,  Principal  of  the  Rock- 
ville  High  School,  was  appointed  Assistant  Superintendent  in 
charge  of  Finance :  In  the  high  school  an  electrical  course  has 
been  added  and  also  courses  in  World  Geography  and  Music 
Appreciation. 

The  installation  of  the  sound  system  in  the  high  school  has 
been  one  of  the  major  improvements  completed  this  year.  Other 
repairs  and  alterations  authorized  by  the  Board  have  been  de- 
scribed in  the  Superintendent's'  Report. 

A  great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  by  some  of  the  Board 
members  on  the  planning  of  a  new  elementary  school  for  the 
Town  of  Vernon.  At  a  Town  Meeting  held  on  November  22, 
1949,  the  Selectmen  jointly  with  the  Board  of  Education  were 
appointed  as  a  Town  School  Building  Committee.  In  December 
$300,000  was  appropriated  to  plan,  build  and  equip  the  school. 
Since  that  time,  a  site  in  the  Rural  area  was  selected,  approved 
by  the  necessary  authorities  and  the  land  purchased  for  the 
Town.  Preliminary  and  final  plans  for  the  building  were  drawn 
and  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  the 
Public  School  Building  Commission.  The  Town  through  State 
Aid  will  receive  about  one-third  of  the  construction  costs.  Com- 
plete plans  and  specifications  for  the  school  were  offered  to  bid- 
ders on  August  10,  1950.  It  is  hoped  that  construction  will  be 
started  within  a  few  weeks  and  the  school  ready  for  occupancy 
by  September  1951.  This  will  be  the  first  school  to  be  built  in 
the  Town  since  Maple  Street  was  completed  in  1923.

In  accordance  with  appointment  by  your  Board  and  sub- 
sequent approval  by  the  State  Tax  Commissioner,  we  have  made 
an  audit  of  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  Town  of  Vernon 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  August  31,  1950. 

The  audit  was  made  in  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Audit 
Act  of  1939,  as  amended,  and  the  regulations  of  the  State  Tax 
Commissioner  as  authorized  thereunder. 

The  results  of  the  audit  are  presented  in  various  Exhibits 
and  Schedules  prescribed  by  the  State  Tax  Commissioner  and 
outlined  in  the  attached  index,  as  well  as  the  comments  and 
recommendations  preceding  them. 

You  will  please  note  that  Section  64  F  of  the  1941  Supple- 
ment to  the  General  Statutes  requires  that  the  scope  of  the 
audit,  comments  and  recommendations  shall  be  included  in  thu 
annual  report  of  the  town.  This  section  also  requires  the  Town 
Clerk  to  cause  to  be  published  a  legal  notice  in  a  newspaper 
having  a  substantial  circulation  in  the  town,  that  a  copy  of  the 
report  is  on  hie  in  his  office  for  public  inspection  within  one 
week  after  receiving  same. 

In  accordance  with  the  Municipal  Audit  Act,  copies  of  this 
report  are  being  filed  concurrently  with  the  State  Tax  Com- 
missioner and  the  Town  Clerk  of  Vernon.

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COMMENTS 

Scope  Of  Audit 
The  audit  was  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  program 
recommended  by  the  State  Tax  Commissioner  under  authority 
of  the  Municipal  Audit  Act  as  amended.  Our  procedure  was 
guided  by  the  Commissioner's  publication  "Duties  and  Powers 
of  Independent  Public  Accountants'  Periodic  Auditing  of  Muni- 
cipal Accounts",  bulletins  issued  by  the  Commissioner,  and  such 
additional  measures  as  we  deemed  appropriate. 

Minutes 
The  minutes  of  the  Town  Meetings  and  those  of  the  Board 
of  Finance,  the  Selectmen  and  School  Boards,  were  examined* 
A  digest  was  made  for  our  files  of  matters  pertaining  to  finan- 
cial transactions  of  the  Town  of  Vernon. 

Treasurer 
The  books   and   records   of  the   Town   Treasurer   were   ex- 
amined and  found  to  have  been  maintained  in  a  most  concien- 
tious  and  business-like  manner. 

All  receipts  were  confirmed  by  us  directly  with  their  source 
and  we  found  that  all  were  deposited  promptly. 

We  confirmed  all  cash  balances  under  jurisdiction  of  the 
Treasurer  directly  with  the  depositories  as  of  August  31,  1950. 
We  again  confirmed  the  balances  of  the  several  hundred  indi- 
vidual Perpetual  Care  accounts  held  in  the  name  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Town  of  Vernon,  Trustee.  A  detailed  list  of  these 
accounts  is  in  our  files. 

Disbursements  were  examined  to  the  extent  of  25%  and 
were  found  to  be  correct  as  to  the  following :

All  permissible  cash  discounts  were  taken. 
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Our  audit  disclosed  no  loose  or  improper  methods  in  the 
handling  of  cash.  All  cash  was  traced  to  early  deposits  in  proper 
bank  accounts.  The  only  petty  cash  fund — that  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  School— was  examined  and  found  to  have  been 
properly  disbursed.  This  fund  does  not  appear  on  the  balance 
sheet  as  an  asset,  as  it  was  totally  expended  during  the  year. 

Expenditures  for  bond  retirement  and  bond  interest  were 
verified  by  examination  of  the  cancelled  bonds  and  coupons. 
Cancelled  notes  covering  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of 
taxes  were  examined  and  found  to  be  correct. 

Sinking  Fund  bond  investments  were  examined  and  Sink- 
ing Fund  cash  balances  were  verified  as  to  amounts  directly 
with  the  depositories. 

Surety  Bonds  of  the  town  officials  were  examined  and  in 
our  opinion,  they  constitute  adequate  coverage. 

TAX  COLLECTOR 

Property  tax  collections  continued  to  be  made  by  your  Tax 
Collector  at  an  unusually  satisfactory  rate.  Collections  on  the 
list  of  October  1,  1949  totalled  $299,015.27,  or  better  than  98% 
of  the  total  current  list.  Collections  were  also  diligently  made 
on  prior  years'  taxes,  leaving  uncollected  only  $783.89  on  the 
lists  of  October  1946  to  1948  inclusive. 

All  uncollectible  tax  items  have  been  removed  from  the  tax 
records  by  duly  authorized  suspensions  and  abatements  with  the 
exception  of  the  two  items  noted  below  relating  to  confirmations. 

The  current  property  tax  rate  bill  was  reconciled  to  the 
grant  list  and  a  detailed  trial  balance  of  same  is  in  our  files. 
The  rate  bill  was  found  to  be  supported  by  a  proper  tax  warrant. 

The  records  of  the  Tax  Collector  were  thoroughly  test 
checked  and  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  Discounts  and 
delinquency  interest  penalty  charges  were  also  test  checked  and 
found  to  have  been  accurately  computed  and  applied. 

Over  40%  of  all  delinquent  tax  accounts,  both  as  to  num- 
bers of  accounts  and  amounts  due,  were  verified  directly  with 
the  taxpayers.     Results  of  our  confirmations  were  as  follows :
